LUTON Town fans are expected 
to be out in their thousands 
today as the council hosts a 
special civic reception for the 
promotion-winning team. 

The event, which Luton on 
Sunday will be covering online, 
will kick off at 11am today 
when crowds begin gathering 
in St George’s Square ahead of 
the players’ arrival on an open 
top bus. 

Once the players and man¬ 
agement arrive in the square at 
12.30pm, they will appear on a 
specially erected stage for 
celebratory speeches and live 
interviews. 

They will then attend a formal 
reception inside the Town Hall. 

Gary Sweet, the club’s man¬ 
aging director, said he hoped 
the team’s season would 
‘heighten the feel-good factor 
in the town at the moment’. 


He added that today was a 
chance to thank supporters.

Airport gets green light

AIRPORT expansion plans that are 
set to create jobs and boost the local 
economy have been given a green 
light by the Government. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles has approved plans by Luton 
Airport which will see an increase in 
passenger capacity from 12 million 
to 18 million a year. 

Around 5,100 new jobs will also be 
created alongside improved trans¬ 
port links in the area. 

Last December Luton Council had 
granted planning permission for 
proposals subject to the outcome of 
the Government review. 


Glyn Jones, the airport’s managing 
director, said the decision was a ‘real 
vote of confidence’ for the facility, 
which is the UK’s fifth biggest 
airport. 

Construction will take place over 
three phases and will include: 

• An upgrade to the terminal build¬ 
ing 

• Up to 20 security passenger 
screening lanes 

• 15 immigration passenger screen¬ 
ing lanes 

• Up to eight international and one 
domestic passenger reclaim belts 

• Increased retail, catering, circu¬ 
lation and seating areas 

• A new two-storey pier 

• A newly configured road system 


in front of the Central Terminal Area 

• New parallel taxiway 

• New multi-storey car park 

Mr Jones said: “The opportunities 
it brings for the local economy in 
terms of jobs and investment are 
significant, and Luton can now press 
ahead with making its local airport 
bigger and better, while remaining a 
good neighbour.” 

A council spokesman said a plan¬ 
ning legal agreement would now 
have to be completed along with the 
imposition of planning conditions. 

The conditions, which were dis¬ 
cussed in last December’s meeting 
relate to concerns raised by cam¬ 
paigners over noise, night flying and 
other environmental issues, 


including improvements to the 
highway infrastructure. 

Groups such as Hertfordshire 
Against Luton Expansion group 
(HALE) had said the airport’s plans 
would increase road congestion and 
noise pollution in the area. 

Andrew Lambourne, from HALE, 
said: “The airport’s announcement 
mentions everything except the key 
local issues: the effect of all the extra 
passengers every year on the already 
crowded transport infrastructure, 
and the effect of noise from 60 per 
cent more flights. 

“The throwaway comment at the 
end about being a good neighbour is 
meaningless unless the airport 
takes seriously the concerns about 


noise and puts in place measures to 
make a difference. That means a 
Noise Action Plan which has some 
real bite.” 

The assistant planning director for 
Hertfordshire County Council, Jan 
Hayes-Griffin, said the authority 
had been ‘disappointed’ with the 
government decision on the expan¬ 
sion plans. 

She added: “The priority now must 
be for Luton Council to put in place 
appropriate measures within the 
planning agreement to afford ade¬ 
quate protection to communities 
and the environment from potential 
adverse impacts of the development. 

“Over the coming weeks we will 
consider our next steps.”

Call for town steps to 
stay orange for longer

THE steps at Luton Town Hall 
which have been painted orange 
to celebrate the Hatters’ promo¬ 
tion are set to be returned to 
their normal colours on 
Tuesday, the council has said. 

But in a vote held on the Luton 
on Sunday website, the majority 
of Hatters fans said they would 
like to see the steps remain 
orange for longer. 

Workmen painted the steps on 
Wednesday in preparation for 
today’s civic reception which will 
see Luton Town players and offi¬ 
cials arrive in St George’s Square 
from Kenilworth Road stadium 
in an open-top bus. 

A council spokeswoman said 
the steps will be repainted on 
Tuesday. 

In the online poll, one reader 
said ‘yes it should stay, well done 
to Luton Town FC for winning 
the league. Luton are on the up’, 
whilst another chipped in with 
‘Enjoy the fact that they are back 
in the league. Change the colour 
if they get relegated again’. 

However, not all readers were in 
favour of keeping the steps 
orange. Among those against the 
calls, one said ‘Great for the short 
term, but will begin to look tacky 
very soon due to wear and tear’. 

Another said ‘Luton Town Hall 


HATTERS fans are being urged 
to get to St George’s Square in 
good time for today’s civic cele¬ 
bration marking Luton Town’s 
long-awaited return to the Sky 
Bet Football League. 

St George’s Square will be the 
focal point for the celebration 
where a special stage and big 
screen will give the public a good 
view of the celebratory speeches 
as well as other entertainment on 
offer. 

An open-top bus carrying the 
players and team officials will 
depart from Kenilworth Road at

Luton council said the steps 
had to be restored to their 
normal colour as the town hall’s 
character had to be protected. 

The spokeswoman said: “The 
orange steps are a temporary

Road, Oak Road, Dunstable Road 
(Birch Link), Telford Way, 
Hucklesby Way, Bridge Street 
and Manchester Street. It will 
then arrive in St George’s Square 
at 12.30pm. 

Luton council say Oak Road, 
Upper George Street, Wellington 
Street, and Gordon Street will be 
closed from 9am-4pm to ‘aid safe 
and smooth running of the 
event’. 

Motorists have also been 
advised to allow extra time for 


part of Sunday’s celebrations. 

“The Town Hall is a listed build¬ 
ing, so the steps will return to 
their normal colour next week to 
maintain and protect the charac¬ 
ter and appearance of this grand 
old building.”

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Hatters vice-president 
gets tribute from star

POP superstar David Bowie has paid 
tribute to a Luton Town Football 
Club vice-president who won a 
prestigious music award this week. 

Rob Stringer, the head of Columbia 
Music US, won the Strat Award at a 
ceremony hosted by the magazine 
Music Week. 

In a message posted on Facebook 
and read out at the ceremony in 
London last week, Bowie made refer¬ 
ence to allowing Mr Stringer time off 
from his role as a ‘percussionist’ on 
the singer’s latest project to catch up 
on Luton Town’s fixtures. 

The cryptic post has led to wide¬ 
spread speculation over whether 
Bowie is working on a new album. 

The cover for the singer’s last album 
Next Day, released last year, was 
designed by Luton-born graphic 
designer and artist Jonathan 
Barnbrook. It features Bowie’s 1977 
album ‘Heroes’ and it is obscured by a 
white square. 

Bowie’s Facebook message started 
off with the iconic star recalling the 
first time he had met Mr Stringer, who 
at the time answered the door whilst 
wearing a Daft Punk-style helmet.

It continued: “If you become the 
object of his enthusiasm an artist will 
find a genuine long-term support that 
is sadly missing in the recording 
industry. 

“When he asked me if I minded if he 
took a few Saturdays off from his 
duties as percussionist on my new 
album this year in order to catch the 
Luton Town football club fixtures, 


how could I refuse? 

“It’s the least I could offer to the 
man who with his own hands pulled 
my album to number one throughout 
the world. 

“Congrats for The Strat, Rob. You’re 
a star.” 

The Strat Award is given to a music 
industry executive who has reshaped 
the business during their career. 


Consultation on CCTV in homes 


A CARE operator with homes all over 
the country, including one in Luton, is 
to launch a consultation on installing 
CCTV cameras in its homes. 

HC-One, which owns Milliner House 
Care Home in Marsh Road, announced 
the move this week following a BBC 
Panorama investigation which unveiled 
abuse and neglect of patients at one of 
its homes in Croydon. 

In a statement on its website, the 
firm’s chairman, Dr Chai Patel, said the 


BBC program showed ‘shocking and 
distressing failings’. 

The show was broadcast on 
Wednesday and showed secret filming 
from 2012 at the Oban House in 
Croydon. 

Dr Patel said: “The secret filming that 
took place in 2012 showed shocking 
and distressing failings. 

“We do not tolerate this kind of 
behaviour and we remain deeply sorry 
to the resident and their family. As 


soon as we became aware of the 
situation we took immediate action. 

“Over the last two years we have had 
conversations with our stakeholders 
and our regulator about the potential 
use of cameras in homes to protect the 
health and wellbeing of our residents. 

“This is, and always will be, our 
number one priority. 

“As an organisation, and as a sector, 
we need to move forward and tackle 
this problem once and for all.”

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Life sentence for 
grandmother killer

THE killer of a newly-married grandmother 
who was murdered at the wheel of her car has 
been jailed for life. 

Mary Evans, 70, was stabbed repeatedly 
through the open driver’s window by John 
Evans who was angry that she and his brother 
were selling their late mother’s home. 

Evans, 57, of Thames Court, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to the murder and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment with a minimum term of 21 
years and 203 days. 

The attack, in Trent Road, Luton, on 
November 18 last year, was witnessed by 
members of the public who tried to intervene. 

One woman was told by Evans, who was 
armed with a kitchen knife, “Go away she is 
not dead yet”. 

Evans was then distracted by a man he knew, 
Andrew Semple, who rolled him a cigarette. 

By distracting Evans and negotiating with 
him, two other men, Tony Kelly and Stuart 
Bowman, were able to bring him to the ground 
where they held him until the police arrived. 

When told he was arrested for murder Evans 

said: “My brother is not going to be too f.. 

pleased about that. Hey mum. That’s what I 
done for you.” 


Prosecutor Alan Blake told Luton Crown 
Court on Friday that Mary, who was known as 
May and came originally from Cork in Ireland, 
had married Evans’ brother David, 65, six 
weeks before her murder. 

The brothers’ mother Joan had died on 
October 25 last year and the defendant, who 
was known as Welsh John, was unhappy that 
David and May were selling her bungalow in 
Liddel Close, Luton, which was near both 
David and May’s house and his own flat. 

David had jointly owned the home with his 
mother and paid the mortgage. The couple 
were planning to move to Lincolnshire. 

But there had been bad feeling about the 
relationship between May and David within 
the family. 

The court also heard that John Evans had 
been jailed for three years for the attempted 
murder of his mother Joan. 

His barrister Roderick James told the court 
he had been diagnosed with personality disor¬ 
ders as long ago as 1983. 

Judge Michael Kay QC said Mrs Evans was a 
‘much-loved mother and grandmother’. 

He said he had read victim impact state¬ 
ments from her family which indicated her 
death had left them “bereft”. 

He also praised the bravery of Mr Semple, Mr 
Kelly and Mr Bowman and said they should be 
given a reward of £250.

VAUXHALL boss Tim Tozer 
pulled the wraps off the new 
Luton-built Vivaro van at its 
official world launch in 
Birmingham this week. 

The company’s chairman 
and managing director later 
revealed that if all goes to 
plan with the new vehicle, 
the Luton plant could move 
to two shifts. That would 
create an extra 250-300 jobs 
at the plant which already 
employs 1,200 people. 

Over 200 million euros 
(£164m) has been invested to 
bring the new model to pro¬ 
duction with more than 40 
per cent of content sourced in 
the UK. The Luton plant is a 
major exporter with 52 per 
cent of production destined 
for European markets. 

More than 50,000 Vivaros a 
year will be built at the 
Kimpton Road plant. 

Mr Tozer said: “There are 
big plans and that will be 
great for Luton. 

“Luton will be the Vivaro 
plant for Opel and Vauxhall 
so all of the growth that will 
come on the continent will be 
supplied by Luton. 

“This is a work in progress 


and it is not going to happen 
anytime soon but there is 
clearly scope, when all of 
those of initiatives take shape 
and deliver more sales, to 
move the plant to two shifts. 
And that is what we would 
love to do. 

“But we will never want to 
over promise and then under 
deliver. When we have got a 
plan that works and adds up 
to move the plant to two

Rabbit’s tumour was 
size of a tennis ball

A MAN has been banned 
from keeping rabbits for ten 
years after his rabbit was 
found with a tumour the size 
of a tennis ball on its leg. 

Sean Atkinson, of Oatfield 
Close, Luton, was fined £185 
plus £800 costs and a £20 vic¬ 
tim surcharge at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday. He had previously 
pleaded guilty to causing 
unnecessary suffering to the 
black and white rabbit and 


failing to meet his needs. 

The RSPCA was called in 
August last year by Mr 
Atkinson about the black and 
white rabbit kept at Oatfield 
Close which he claimed was a 
stray with a swollen leg. 

When the charity arrived it 
found the rabbit with an 
extremely large infected 
tumour on its left forelimb, 
which was covered in ulcers. 

But then Mr Atkinson 
admitted that the rabbit was 
his. It was taken to a vet who 
said its condition was so bad 
it had to be put to sleep. 


RSPCA inspector Stephanie 
Law said: “We were told the 
leg had swollen up but we 
were still taken aback when 
we arrived and saw quite how 
big the tumour actually was. 

“It was about the same size 
as the rabbit’s head and cov¬ 
ered in ulcers. The vet said a 
tumour of this kind would 
have been very slow-growing 
and would have taken a peri¬ 
od of weeks, or perhaps even 
months, to grow to this size. 

“Earlier treatment could not 
only have saved him pain but 
perhaps saved his life too.”

Work to start on 
A5-M1 link road

WORK will get underway this 
month on the A5-M1 Link 
Road improvement scheme 
in Dunstable, the Highways 
Agency has announced. 

Advance work on the 
‘Dunstable Northern Bypass’ 
will start on May 27 following 
approval of the scheme by 
Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin. 

The work will involve utility 
companies diverting some 
key infrastructure, including 


moving two overhead high 
powered electricity cables 
underground, and the reloca¬ 
tion of gas and water pipes 
and fibre optic broadband 
cables. 

Moving the cables and pipes 
will support the main 
construction of the A5-M1 
link road and the new 
Junction 11a, which is due to 
start by March 2015. 

This package of major civil 
engineering work will take 24 
months to complete, so will 
continue alongside main 
construction. 


Speaking about the road 
link, Roads Minister Robert 
Goodwill, said: “It is great 
news that we have been able 
to give the green light for this 
important new link road, 
which now means the dual 
carriageway can move a step 
closer towards construction. 

“This improvement is vital 
for the economy and for 
motorists travelling between 
the Ml and A5 in Central 
Bedfordshire, cutting con¬ 
gestion levels in Dunstable 
and making journey times 
quicker.”

Fear for the future

“WHEN you’re dealing 
with Putin, anything can 
happen, even the bullet in 
the head.” 

Those are the words of one 
member of a Ukrainian Club 
in Bedfordshire, too scared 
to be identified for fear of 
repercussions. 

As gunfire continues to rip 
the country apart, many 
Ukrainians living in the UK 
are angry at the weak 
response of Western 
governments. 

They believe that tougher 
sanctions should be 
imposed on Russia, accused 
of supporting separatist 
gunmen who are occupying 
official buildings in cities 
across eastern Ukraine. 

Libya Andrij is not afraid 
to speak out. She has been 
living in the UK for more 
than 10 years now but her 
thoughts are with her family 
and friends in Ukraine. 

“All my loved ones live 
there, including my mum, 
my brother, my daughter 
and her two children. 

“They are safe now but I 
am frightened to death that 
something horrible may 
happen to them. We speak 
every day. I’ve been trying to 


convince them to join me 
but they don’t want to leave 
their homes,” said Libya. 

Lrom here in the UK she 
supports her country any 
way she can and recently 
protested outside the 
Russian Embassy in London. 
“I cannot sit on my hands,” 
she added. 

“Too many young people 


died in Kiev fighting for a 
better future. They were shot 
or beaten to death only 
because they had enough of 
corruption and lies told by 
the pro-Russian govern¬ 
ment. Their death should 
not be for nothing.” 

She’s in constant contact 
with her friends from 
Crimea. “They told me that

the police came to their 
house and ripped their 
Ukrainian passports into 
pieces. They’ve been given 
Russian passports instead. 

“The documents are in 
their names but the address 
has been changed to some 
place unknown to them in 
Siberia.” 

Jaroslaw Kryk, a member 


of Luton Ukrainian Club, 
added: “Established TV sta¬ 
tions have been replaced by 
news broadcasts direct 
from Moscow. People can’t 
use the Ukrainian currency 
anymore; they have to pay 
for everything in Russian 
rubles. 

“Fortunately, we live in 
the Internet era. People, 


especially in cities like Kiev 
or Lviv, are aware of the 
Russian propaganda. Putin 
cannot fool them,” Jaroslaw 
added. 

Iryna Terlecky, First Vice- 
President of The 
Association of Ukrainians 
in Great Britain (AUGB) 
shares the same opinion: 
“The Ukrainian people are 
perfectly capable of decid¬ 
ing their own future and 
creating a better managed 
democracy, which will 
include good relationships 
with all their neighbours. 

“A key issue is that the 
Russian opposition is sup¬ 
porting Ukraine’s moves 
towards true democracy, 
and that’s the biggest dan¬ 
ger for President Putin. He 
just doesn’t want the 
Ukrainian example to con¬ 
taminate his dictatorship. 

“Ukrainians in the UK are 
fully behind the democratic 
movement in Ukraine and 
will do everything they can 
to support it: by raising 
money for the families of 
those who were shot dead 
at Maidan (Kiev); for medi¬ 
cal and logistics support for 
the Ukrainian army and, 
most importantly by con¬ 
tinually reminding the UK 
and EU that they have a 
responsibility to protect 
democracy in Ukraine.”

Paranoid man killed 
grandad in stabbing

A MAN who was unknowing¬ 
ly suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia stabbed his 
neighbour to death in an 
attack a judge described as 
‘completely out of the blue’. 

Grandfather, Leonard 
Flower, 67, was stabbed 17 
times in a frenzied attack as 
he was doing odd jobs in his 
garage. 

His attacker, Sameer Babar, 
35, who lived opposite Mr 
Flower in Carnegie Gardens, 


Luton, denied a charge of 
murder, but pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter on the grounds 
of diminished responsibility. 

He has been detained under 
the Mental Health Act indefi¬ 
nitely. 

On Monday Luton Crown 
Court heard how Mr Flower’s 
wife of 47 years, Linda, had 
been indoors unaware of the 
tragedy unfolding outside. 

Babar then stole the 
couple’s car and drove north 
up the Ml, still caked in 
blood. He was arrested in 
Kenilworth, and admitted 


stabbing a neighbour. 

Beverley Cripps, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The defendant was 
in the grip of mental illness, 
which has since been diag¬ 
nosed as paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia. He had been treated 
for depression but not signifi¬ 
cant mental illness.” 

Judge Michael Kay QC, said 
words were ‘inadequate to 
describe the extent of the 
tragedy’. 

He added that ‘there was no 
doubt that this was a wholly 
unexplained and frenzied 
attack’.

Holocaust reality

TONNES of hair piled all the 
way to the ceiling and from 
wall to wall. 

Brown hair, black hair, 
some blonde and some 
plaited. 

All of it shaved from the 
heads of women and girls as 
they arrived at Auschwitz, 
and to be turned into mate¬ 
rial later. 

The numbers associated 
with the concentration 
camps are well known but 
almost incomprehensible 
until put into a visual con¬ 
text like this. 

In the buildings behind 
the infamous sign that reads 
Arbeit Macht Frei’, labour 
sets you free, huge quanti¬ 
ties of items brought by 
prisoners into the camp, 
immediately taken away 
from them, are exhibited. 

Thousands of tin pots, 
each at one point used by 
families for preparing and 
sharing food. 

Shoes, spectacles and 
leather suitcases with 
family names carefully 
inscribed, and prosthetic 
legs which belonged to 
those deemed of no use and 
who were sent straight to 
their deaths without a 
second thought. 



Auschwitz is not an easy 
place to visit but every year 
the Holocaust Educational 
Trust takes hundreds of 
schoolchildren from the UK 
to visit the site to help 
ensure what happened 
there is never forgotten. 

Queensbury Academy in 
Dunstable sent two stu¬ 
dents on the trip - Dan 
Soper from Year 12 and 
Harry Barter from Year 13 - 
as part of a ‘Lessons from 


Auschwitz’ programme. 

They were accompanied 
by Head of History Vicky 
Andrews who said: “This 
visit was very worthwhile - 
the guides and the experi¬ 
ence itself enabled us to 
develop an in-depth under¬ 
standing of the horrors of 
the Nazi persecution and 
treatment of the Jews, in a 
way that isn’t always possi¬ 
ble when learning about it 
in a classroom. Some of the

Council wants your views 
over services in the future 


Britain is now facing a cost of 
living crisis. 

Hardworking people across 
Luton are £1600 a year worse 
off with rising prices and 
stagnant wages. 

People are seeing their living 
standards fall, with fewer 
opportunities for their 
children. 

Energy bills have risen by 
almost £300 and we are 
suffering from the biggest 
housing crisis in a generation. 

Alongside this we have seen 
three years of economic 
decline that has left us with a 
deficit close to £80 billion 
with the national debt 
continuing to rise. 

This is the legacy of this Tory 
Lib Dem government. 

For local government we 
have seen massive change 
forced upon councils by the 
salami slicing of government 
grants that will mean that 
council budgets will have 
been reduced by 40 per cent. 

Unfortunately, we are being 
told that there are still further 
cuts to find putting public ser¬ 
vices under growing pressure.

by budget cuts that are the 
largest cuts to public spend¬ 
ing since the end of the 
Second World War. 

It’s against this backdrop 
that we agreed the council 
budget for 2014/15 recently. 

The sheer scale of the budget 
cuts has been horrifying. 

For example, over the last 
three years we have made 
cuts of £54 million. 

This year (14/15) we have 
saved a further £18 million. 

We know that by 2016 there 
are still another £33 million 
cuts to find. 

That is a total of £104 million 
that is 68 per cent of our 
2011/12 net budget. 

Luton has been far more 
reliant on government grants 
than our neighbours and we 
know that we will have to 
manage services differently 
in the future. 

Therefore, we intend to hold 


a large consultation exercise 
with the public on the future 
agenda. 

This will be driven by 
councillors and senior 
council officers and will 
include many different 
methods of speaking to you. 

We will also hold public 
summits following the 
consultation in the autumn 
before members consider key 
budget decisions or direct 
further consultation. 

I am ambitious for Luton, I 
believe in its future and will 
work to make Luton fit for 
growth, encourage business, 
encourage investment and 
keep priority services. 

We have a clear agenda and 
vision that we want to discuss 
with you. 

It is vital for our young 
people. Without this agenda 
the picture could look very 
bleak indeed.

Lions’ roar is too strong 
as Luton lose cup final 


LUTON RFC have missed out on East 
Midlands Cup final glory after a 30-15 
defeat to Peterborough Lions at Bedford 
Blues’ Goldington Road on Wednesday 
evening. 

The London 1 North outfit opened up an 
8-0 lead but it was then one way traffic as 
the Lions raced to a 25-8 advantage. 

Luton cut the gap to ten points with just 
over ten minutes left to play but 
Peterborough, who also won the Midlands 
1 East title this season, had the final say 
to lift the silverware. 

Lions in fact lost just one match this 
season - a narrow 20-18 defeat at Market 
Rasen & Louth back in December - but it 
was Luton who began the contest in the 
brightest fashion. 

Rik Hobbs kicked a third minute penal¬ 
ty to set the ball rolling and things then 
got better for Luton when Tom Mahendren 
dotted down in the corner for an early 8-0 
advantage. 

However, in scoring the fullback injured 
his hamstring and had to go off, with the 
conversion missed. 

A superb tackle from Chris Davis pre¬ 
vented Peterborough from responding 
immediately through winger Rudie Van 
Der Merwe who looked set to touch down 
in the corner. 


However, they were soon on the board 
as Saad Sait barged over for a Lions try, 
which was converted by Duncan Low. 

Before the break, Low booted over a 
penalty which gave Peterborough a 10-8 
half-time lead which was harsh on Luton. 

The second half was a different story as 
the Lions put in the sort of performance 
which has earned them the right of 
national league rugby next season. 

Another Low penalty made it 13-8 and 
then scrum-half Laurent Ross dived over 
for a try which stretched the lead to 18-8 
once the extras had been missed. 

It was a powerful display from the Lions 
pack and they had their third try when a 
strong driving maul allowed captain 
Chris Humphrey to touch down. 

This time the conversion was successful 
for 25-8, but Luton gave themselves hope 
when Robbie Smith raced under the posts 
to bring the score back to 25-15 following 
the kick. 

The gap would not be cut further though 
as Humphrey crossed for another try fol¬ 
lowing a maul to complete the scoring. 

It was disappointing for Luton but the 
cup final appearance follows a strong 
league season which saw them finish 
third, only narrowly outside of a promo¬ 
tion play-off berth.

THE HATTERS will be hoping to secure another 
piece of silverware on Thursday evening when 
they take on Biggleswade Town in the final of the 
Bedfordshire Senior Cup. 

Luton have used the competition to field devel¬ 
opment squad members and youngsters and will 
now have the chance to lift the trophy on familiar 
territory, with the final taking place at Kenilworth 
Road. 

Biggleswade finished ninth in the Southern 
Premier Division this season and enjoyed a fine 
run to the first round of the FA Cup, where they 
lost to league rivals Stourbridge. 


They are the holders of the competition after 
winning last year’s final thanks to a 3-0 win 
against AFC Dunstable. 

Skrill premier champions Luton began their 
march to the final with a bizarre 7-5 victory over 
AFC Dunstable in November, and they then 
booked their passage into the semi finals with a 

2- 0 win at Leighton Town in February. 

The last four saw a 5-4 win on penalties against 
Barton Rovers, following a 0-0 draw after 90 min¬ 
utes and extra time.

WHEN one-club man Marvin Johnson ended 
his 16-year playing career with Luton Town 
back in 2003, the Hatters' problems hadn’t 
quite kicked off but the signs were there. 

That year, with the club reported to be losing 
up to £4m per annum, chairman Mike Watson- 
Challis sold the club - for a rumoured total of 
£4 - to a mysterious consortium headed by the 
now-notorious John Gurney. 

Notions of a new stadium with a capacity of 
over 50,000, a potential merger between Luton 
and Wimbledon FC and, most bizarrely, the 
introduction of, not a running track, but a 
nearby racing track, soon followed before 
Gurney’s tumultuous tenure lasting just a few 
weeks was brought to an end by the supporter- 
run ‘Trust in Luton’. 

Five years later, with Gurney declared bank¬ 
rupt and banned by the Football League from 
owning another football club, Luton were in 
the throes of administration, a ten-point pen¬ 
alty and a tumble down the leagues. The fol¬ 
lowing season in League Two, a further 30 
points were deducted for a combination of ille¬ 
gal payments to agents and the club’s history of 
administration. In April 2009, the Hatters lost 
their league status altogether. 

Now, though, after five years of Conference 
football, Luton, inspired by the effervescent 
John Still, are back. 

Breaking records galore, including a club-best 
27-game unbeaten league run, Still’s far from 
barmy army waltzed their way back to Football 
League status, finishing 19 points ahead of 
second-placed Cambridge United - a league 
record - and claiming the highest goal differ¬ 
ence in Conference history, 67. 

For Johnson, not just an ex-player and coach 
but also a fan, the remarkability of the cam¬ 
paign is not surprising. 

“It’s absolutely brilliant, I’m very pleased and 
happy for them,” he said. “As a squad and a 
group of players, they’ve done excellently. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m surprised, you’re always 
quite optimistic as a fan. I was quietly confi¬ 
dent that they were going to get promoted. 

“Of all the seasons, this was the one with the 
least expectation. There was less pressure, 
which I think might have helped the lads and 
the staff and everyone within the club. 

“For someone like myself - I spent all my 
career at Luton - seeing the last five years 
makes me feel grateful that I played in the top 
division with the club. 


“It puts everything in perspective.” 

That sense of perspective is a rarity amongst 
most players and coaches past and present - 
even Still admits he may not appreciate the 
magnitude of his first full season until another 
decade has passed. 

Johnson, though, is a rarity himself. Not only 
a former player whose career spanned the top- 
four divisions of English football, ‘Mr. Luton’ 
turned down manager Joe Kinnear’s offer of a 
free transfer at the end of the 2001-02 season, 
instead choosing to re-sign as a back-up player, 
whilst moving into an assistant-youth-manag¬ 
er role. 

Johnson became under-19 manager in 2004 - 
having made over 400 appearances for the 
Hatters - before ending his 22-year association 
with the club in 2007. 

Although not directly correlated, Johnson’s 
departure coincided with Luton’s slide into 
chaos but, seven years on, the 45-year-old says 
it is now time for the club to look ahead and 
forget what has gone. 

“I tend to look forward rather than look back,” 
he said. “As a fan, it was disappointing at the 
time when it happened, but, maybe if we’d have 
looked more forward, maybe we’d have got pro¬ 
moted a lot sooner than we have done. 

“I think sometimes, when you hold grudges 
and you’re a bit bitter, you tend to hold negative 
feelings around the club and it’s probably held 
it back a little bit. 

“They’ve got to build now on what they’ve 
achieved this season. I would love, within the 
next five years, for the club to be cemented at a 
new stadium, playing in at least the 
Championship and going back to the days of 
bringing good, young players through.” 

Luton’s phoenix rising out of the hardest 
league in English football and flying up a fur¬ 
ther two divisions in such a short space of time 
might seem a little far-fetched to the most 
ardent optimist but, then again, stranger things 
have happened, as Luton fans well know. 

If Still’s long-term plan is to come to fruition, 
in accordance with managing director Gary 
Sweet’s wishes for an eventual return to the top 
two divisions a la the likes of Doncaster Rovers, 
next year in League Two may just prove to be 
the easiest of the lot. 

“I’m quite optimistic and hoping that they’re 
going to do quite well,” said Johnson. “There 
isn’t really that much stark contrast in the qual¬ 
ity of opposition. 

“Sometimes, you do see clubs get out of the 
Conference and they go up again automatically 
because they’ve got the momentum and they 
can build on what they did in the previous sea¬ 
son. 

“With next year, they’ve got a good chance of 


going up again. I’m not saying they will but 
you’ve got the three automatic spots and then 
the four play-off spots so they can come sev¬ 
enth in that league and still get promoted.” 

Last year’s promoted Conference sides, 
Mansfield Town and Newport County, cur¬ 
rently reside in 13th and 14th places in League 
Two, whilst Still’s Dagenham & Redbridge nar¬ 
rowly avoided immediate relegation, finishing 
20th in 2007-08. 

With a couple of extra forwards to further 
boost Town’s strike force of 48-goal pairing 
Andre Gray and the likely-to-return Paul 
Benson, Johnson thinks Still’s men could be set 
for another successful season. 

“John Still is an experienced manager,” he 
said. “I’m sure he wants to be loyal to the play¬ 
ers who have got the team promoted but he 
wants to move forward. 

“The only way you’re going to move forward is 
bringing in players who are better than what 
you’ve got. If I was manager, I’d be looking to 
bring in more firepower because you get inju¬ 
ries and suspensions. 

“You can’t go wrong with goals, so I feel that, 
even though they’ve done well this season with 
Andre Gray and Benson, if you bring in another 
two strikers who are going to guarantee you 
goals, you’re heading in the right direction. If 
you get the goals, you more often than not get 
the results.” 

Johnson’s only spell in management came in 
2008-09 with St. Neots Town but, having fin¬ 
ished 17th in the United Counties Premier 
Division, he admits coaching is his forte and 
doesn’t rule out a return to Luton Town. 

First, however, he looks set to follow in the 
footsteps of another former-Hatters employee, 
Paul Buckle, and forge a career for himself over 
the ocean. 

“I have my own dreams and objectives,” said 
Johnson. “I’m always looking to push myself. 

“I’ve been over to America and I would love to 
go over there and enhance their football and 
coach their kids. The club who got me over at 
Christmas are looking to bring me over and 
work over there full-time, which will be nice. 

“I’ve always loved being involved in coaching. 
I’ve got friends who are still involved within 
clubs but the time has not been right. 

“If someone said to me, ‘Marv, I’m getting the 
Luton job, would you be interested in being on 
the coaching side of things?’, it depends on 
what I’m doing at that moment in time but you 
never say never.” 

Just as the Hatters are looking to return to 
what Sweet calls the club’s “natural position” in 
the football pyramid, one day it may also be 
time for ‘Marvellous Marvin’ to return to his 
natural position with his beloved Luton Town.
